Silver Rehabilitation Prospects. 


ILE World Economle Conference, on which such high hopes were 
pinned, has failed, for the present at least, and the world will 
now wait till the autumn for the results pf President Roosevelt's 
inflation programme. The failure of the Conferepee was esused 
primarily by the Amcrican decision to revert, toa national policy 
instead of proceeding with the tentative efforts that were made 
prior to June 12 towards international co-operntion. If that deci- 
sion had been announced before the Conferelice opencd, a great 
deal of time: and money could have been saved, and the shattering 
blow to public confidence could have been avoided by the simple act 
of postponing the opening of the Conference. As it is, nothing has 
been gained and much has been lost. Instead of promoting har- 
mony and international co-operation, the Conference has produced 
dissension. The rift between the gold bloc nations and the non-old 
countries is a setious one, and the threat of a wide-scale currency 
“war does not improve world trade prospects. The wild fluctua. 
tlons of the United States dollar and thé “raids” that have been 
made on the gold stocks of the few countries still remaining on the 
gold standard indicate that a currency tussle has actually started. 
A measure of sympathy must be felt for the gold coun-| 
tries and their contention that the prolongation of the 
Conference was futile after President Roosevelt had rejected 
the monetary stabilisation scheme inevitably proved correct. 
Long before the decision to adjourn was made ‘by the Bureau on 
Friday, it had been felt that the desultory and inconclusive talks 
should be checked, and the respite, which will be of at least three 
months’ duration, will be welcome to all the delegates participating 
in the London deliberations, Even the somewhat meagre results 
that have been achieved on economic problems,-notably on silver, 
wheat and sugar, are conditional and contingent upon currency 
stabilisation. z . 

The outstanding feature of the past week's activities in London 
is the prouress effected on measures designed to-restore the price 
of silver. A tentative agreement was apparently reached, but at 
the last minute a deadlock has arisen owing to objections raised by 
Holland. The actual Dutch complaint is comparatively trivial, but 
is significant in that it reveals the attitude of the gold bloc, of which 
Holland is a member. Silver rehabilitation is: one of the main 
planks of the American programme, and the gold countries evid- 
ently intend to retaliate-against the United States by blocking the 
silver proposals. As bimetallism seems to have been dropped from 
the agenda, silver concerns the gold countries very little, even if 
the suggestion that the white metal be used as‘an additional, and 
optional, currency backing is adopted. But until monetary stabili- 
sation is realised, their attitude to any proposals, monetary or eco- 
nomic, is likely to be unfavourable. Senator Pittman, chairman of 
the silver sub-committee, has achicved excellent results, and accord. 
ing to his own optimistic announcements, the cight countries chiefly 
concerned, Canada, America, Mexico, Bolivia and Peru as pro- 
ducers, und India, China and Spain.as consumers, had reached a 
tentative agreement to restrict sales and absorb production. If the 
negotiations . fail," America will probably act alone, Ameri- 
can speculntors believe ‘that the administration is committed 
to 50-cent silver, and the fact that the war-debt token payments 
were accepted by Washington at that value lends support to this 
view. ‘In common with other commodities, silver prices have ap- 
preciated, the present Wall Street quotation’ hovering around 40 
cents, representing a rise of over 10.cents: since'the United States 
abandoned the gold standard. As the metal has also advanced in 
London, although not to the..same degree, the Hong Kong dollar, 
together with all other currencies based on silver, has increased in 
value. Normally, the rapid depreciation of the United States’ dollar 
would have caused a. corresponding decrease in the local, dollar but. 
although the London on New York crogs-rate fell from around 3.40 
to its present level of between 4.70 and 4.80 (near the former pur} 
rate of 4.86) the dollat pulled sterling down with it in relation to 
fold currencies. Conscquently the effects, as far,as Hong-Kong, is 
concerned, were largely nullified: As.

Glover Expedition Ends PROBLEMS 


After 2% Years.

Grim Scourge May 
Last 50 Years. 


WORK OF TOC H. 
London. 


, The grim scourge of leprosy, 
which has been practically stamped 
out in the countries of the temper- 
ate zone, still calls for years of 
battling before it is crushed ‘in 
several parts of the Empire, and 
discussion about how this can best 
be done was heard at a meeting in 
London of the British Empire Le- 
prosy Relief Association. 

Sir Leonard Rogers contended 
that: “Ff infection of alt children 
could be prevented, leprosy would 
die out.” 

He pointed out that the value, in 
nat too advanced caacva, of injec. 
tions of soluble forms of the active 
principles . of chnulmoogra and 
hydnocarbua olla had now passed 
the realms of controversy. 

“Indeed,” he snid, “we 
possess the means to 
leprosy grently within a 
decade.” : 

Some eighty per cent of infec- 
tions were contracted by living in 
the anme house an an active leper, 
and the incubation period in 80 
per cent. of the cases was lesa than 
5 yeara, 

“If the house contacta of all 
discovered cases are examined re- 
pedtedly for ten yenra to detect 
and clear up in the early and little 
infective stages—there would re- 
main too few contagious cases to 
malntain the disease.” 

Sudanese Healed. 

Sir Leonard said they had proved 
the cMclency of this plan in Nouri 
Iulnnd In the Pacific, and in the 
Southern Sudan. In the Sudan 
6,600 cases were found in an {n- 
fected area. Tho 4,800 infective 
cusses were put into a colony and 
treated, and within. the last year 
2,250 had been discharged free 
from all signs of the dfsease, 

Remarkable progress had 
been made In India. In the 

Centro! Provinces and Madros 

alone, 50,000 were being trent- 

ed and about’1,000. doctors hac 
been taught modern methods 
of trentment.’ 

In tropical Africa it had been 
found that children were most 
susceptible to the disease, half tho 
total infections taking place below 
the age of twenty. “Children,” Sir 
Leonard declared,” are the key to 
the leprosy problem.” 

The Rev. P. B. (“Tubby”) Clay- 
ton, the founder of Toc H, who has 
just returned from Africa ond tho 
East, spoke of the _pitifal condi. 
tions he had seen in some of the 
Ieper colonics. 


Kano’s Plight. 


London, 

"Pleaned to be home? = Well, 
you know, we're sick that it's all 
over.” : 

A young woman stood on tne 
quayatde at Avonmouth in the cald, 
grey mist of the early morning. 
She was Mra, Glover, 2 member of 
the Glover expedition which has 
just returned from Afrien. 

And that {9 how she feols ubout 
coming home. 

The expedition has been awny 
for two yenra and three months, 
gaking photographa of wild beastaj 
and collecting apecimens 9 of rvu- 
ptiles and skeletons of antclopes 
for the British Museum. 

Much of their “time has been 
spent in the most uninhabitable; 
swamps of Africa, 

During: ‘thelr 16,000 miles tren 
fram Senegal to Somaliland, they 
endured incredible hardships and 
privations, Once their water aup- 
ply was stolen, while on another 
occasion, in the desert of Timbucta, 
coolifes drank their entire supply 
in one night. 

One of the worat incidents of aft 
wns the crossing of Lake Chad— 
12 days in an open boat paddled 
by natives and a temperature ef 
125 degrens in the shade. Only 
there was no shade and they were 
“eaten alive” by mosquitoes, 

Their equipment consisted of 
three motor lorrica apecially con- 
atructed with detachable aides and 
back thaé could be Inshed together 
to form a raft for crossing rivers. 

Among some 500 specimens of 
wild beasts, rare fish, skeletons of 
nntclope and antelope horns, which 
they hrought home with them, were 
two leopurds, They captured them 
as cubs during the early part of 
the expedition. But they are 
“grown up” now and are going to 
the Bristol Zoo.—Reuter,

(CHINA) . 

Mr. T. V. Soong is the Montagu 
Norman of China, He founded tho 
Central Bank of his country, and 
an Finance Minister controle the 
erratic finunces of the Chinese Re- 
public with the help of a staff of 
Amertean experta, 

He himsclf in a graduate of 
Yate. [le is paying his first viatt 
to England. 

Mr. Soong has an attractive per- 
sonality. He ts only forty-one, 
TIooks still younger, has an athletic 
figure, and wears + well-cut Euro- 
ponn clothes His sapoctacien are 
nlightly tinted. He is as erudite as 
he is ablo. - 

In the new Chinn the importance 
of Mr. Soong’s family has assumed 
nimost dynastic proportions. Ono 
of his sisters ia tho widow of Sun- 
Yat Sen. Another is the wife and 
forceful partner of Goneral Chiang- 
Kni-Shek, The Soongs are all 
Christians and modernists. It was 
Mrs. Chinng-Kal-Shek who con- 
vorted her husband to Christianity 
three years ago, ‘ 

Mr. Soong began his career as 
Sun-Yat-Sen’s private searctary, 
and wna the chief witness of his 
Inst testament—a document which 
is rend aloud on ceremonial occa- 
sions and has made “T.Y.'s" name 
known all over China, 

He has cn more than ono occa- 
sion narrowly escaped assassina- 
tion. Two years ago In Shanghai 
atation a gang of Chinese attacked 
him with bombs and pistols as he 
stepped out of the Nanking 
express. His sceretary was killed 
and six other persons were wound- 
tee Mr. Soong escaped unscratch- 
ed.

Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 

A revolutionary from his carly 
youth, Litvinoff had his first brush 
;with the Tsarist secret police 
iwhen he was 26. He was arrested 
in 1901 for rutning a secret print- 
jing press and imprisoned in Kioff 
gaol, from which he succeeded in 
escaping: abroad, His most, popu- 
Jnr pscudonyms as a revolutionary 
wire Maximovitch, Gustav Graf, 
Jand Litvinoff. 

He came to England some time

under the name of Harrison. 
Living In a little somi-detached 
villa in West Hampstead, he gavo 
Ruasian lessons to Englishinen, {n- 
eluding Mr. Rex Lcepor, of the 
Foreign Office.

Ho has been successively Ambas- 
sador In Washington and Parts, 
Japancso Minister of Forelgn 
Attaira, delegate to the Naval Dis- 
armament Conference, and chief 
Japanese delegate to the League of 
Nations,

£30,000 Instrument At 
; Bloemfontein. 


WONDERS EXPLAINED.
